HAS MORE LIFE 
SAYS ACTOR 



Sir CedricHardwicke Compares 
U.S. and Englisb Stage 

AT McGILL TOMORROW 



English Actor to Address 
Students in Union 
Ballroom 



Reflecting a life that is more 
exciting the plays of the Ameri- 
can theatre are naturally of a 
faster tempo" than those of the 
English, ■was the view expressed 
by Sir Cedric Hardwicke, noted 
English actor, when seen at the 
Ritz Carlton Hotel yesterday. 
Sir CedriG, currently appearing 
in the New York dramatic 
triumph, "Shadow and Sub- 
stance," will address a McGill 
audience in the Union Ballroom 
tomorrow at 5. 

As to the relative merits of the 
American anil the English ' stage, 
the celebrated thespian -could think 
of no great difference. The dif- 
ferences in social life and in 
matters of taste prevent, in his 
opinion, a real understanding of 
one by the other. He finds America 
less conservative, more ready to 
try something new. 

Audiences Vary. 

"There are more theatre lovers 
in New York than in London; the 
Londoner . is more of a success- 
goer.'l Audiences vary considerably 
from day to 'day, so the English 
actor could notice little difference 
in the reactions of Americans and 
British. Never having appeared in 
the same play on both the Ameri- 
can and the English stages, how- 
ever, he had nothing definite on 
which to base an accurate judg- 
ment. 

His words of advice to college 
draniatists were that they should 
write their own plays. "It's much 
more fun. But if you cannot man- 
age that, try any good play that is 
really an example of theatre art." 
He . suggested plays by Chekov, 
Shaw, Ibsen and O'Neill. 

Federal Theatre. 

To Hardwicke, the theatre is not 
the place for propaganda. "The 
public is being fed too much rub 
bish already." ' 

On the result of the Federal 
Theatre's plan to bring plays to the 
masses. Sir Cedric could not com- 
ment, for he had not examined the 
situation. He declared, however, 
that one should watch with grave 
suspicion anything that would 
bring the wrong theatre to the 
masses. "It is no good giving plays 
that are bad plays." 

The inevitable question brought 
the inevitable answer. "The best 
training for the stage is to act. One 
learns to swim by swimming. Stu- 
dents of the theatre can get excel- 
lent training through a drama club 
such as you have at McGill."

'John -Milton .was -to a great ex- 
tent a law unto himself," said C. O. 
Reiffcnstein, president of the St. 
James Literary Society, at its first 
meeting this season. "Second only 
to Shakespeare in the field of Eng- 
lish Literature, he revealed a 
breadth of mental vision in his 
sopnets unsurpassed in t'he English 
language," the speaker asserted. 

Recently returned from a trip to 
England where he visited Milton's 
birthplace in Buckinghamshire Mr. 
Reiffenslein in his address discuss- 
ed clearly and concisely Milton's 
life, from hiH early literary attempts 
at the age of 12 to his last days of 
blindness. When only 17, his poem 
Lycidas" atracted wide attention, 
and until his death he was acclaim- 
ed England's literary master. 

"As both Milton's parents were 
proficient in the arts,' Milton was 
given a good education at St. Paul's 
School, and later attended College," 
he said. 

"His literary career began when 
he translated Psalms while still at 
school. The death of a dear friend 
prompted him to write 'Lycidas', 
and soon after he left for the Con- 
tinent. 

"After visiting Paris, Nice, Genoa, 
Leghorn, Pisa, Florence and Rome, 
he returned to England to write on 
his travels. The death of a friend 
prompted him to take up' teaching, 
and for the next 20 years he taught 
school. 

"After the death of his first wife, 
he began writing his English. Dic- 
tionary, History of England arid his 
epic Paradise Lost. Of these three, 
only the last was finished, but it 
alone was sufficient to make his 
name remembered in English Liter- 
ature. Later followed Paradise Re- 
gained, and Simon Agonistes. 

"Milton's life was touched too 
often with unhappiness, and after 
he. became blind, his works lost 
some of their earlier power. He died 
in 1674." 

Mr. Reiifenstein was thanked by 
Mr. Ollivant.

Of 16 Chinese Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides of Singapore who en- 
listed for first-aid and hospital work 
in the Chinese war zone out one 
remains, according to a Weekly 
News Bulletin story from London 
Scout Headquarters; The survivor 
is Ng Chee Keng, a lad of 19, now 
lying in a Hankow hospital recov- 
ering from bullet wounds and a 
fractured skulL . 

Ten of his companions have been 
killed, two badly wounded, and 
the remaining four reported miss- 
ing. His, only remaining friend is 
Miss Chong Yeng Tack, social sec- 
retary of the unit known as the 
Singapore Chinese War Front Ser- 
vice Corps, who had her right leg 
amputated as a result of a severe 
machine-gun wound while serving 
in a first-aid field station on the 
Shansi front. 

In the party of young heroes were 
nine boys and seven girls, all in 
their teens, mosUy students in 
Singapore. They represented the 
cream of the oversea Chinese 
Scouts and Guides in Mayala. Most 
of them came from families of high 
standing. They were led by a cap- 
able girl. Miss Mack Swee Cheng, 
the only daughter of a wealthy 
Chinese sugar merchant. In Singa- 
pore. 

Besides rescuing the wounded 
and giving first-aid, the boys were 
used as dispatch runners under the 
constant dangers of the battlefield.-

gEYERAL years ago, there was a pro- 
fessor at McGill who used to advise his 
: students time and time again to be "men 
; of few books." What a different idea holds 
-iMway today, when university men and wo- 
'i^en are being urged on all sidés, by their 
fflénds and in periodicals and newspapers, 
■^fo read volumes, upon volumes written in 
j4his age of literary mass-production, "Best- 
K: sellers" are touchstones; book-clubs boast 
■ memberships running into the hundreds of 
thousands; while the merit of a book is 
=. judged by tïie speed with which thousands 
ppf xopies are turned out by the publishers 
Ëii; bé seized immediately by the public, 
pyer greedy for "the last book out." 
W- ''. What, then, did this professor mean by 
"men of few books?" Did he mean that 
students should confine their efforts to 
books prescribed by the curriculum, 
never dream of perusing anything not 
ediately connected with their course 
f^tudy? Presumably not. Nor did he 
Qean that they should limit their book- 
iièlvês to the Bible, Shakespeare, Pilgrim's 
l*rbgrèss, and the Oxford Book of English 
(erse. Both plans would be too limited for 
students who are supposed to be- getting a 
liberal education. 

We may, however, pfesuine that he 
wanted his students to discover the mean- 
ing between a man with a text-book know- 
ledge and the man who has read all the 
: "best-sellers," but is little wiser for the 
reading. In other words, he was urging the 
youth of his day to read with discrimin- 
„;ation;. , 

Such a lesson is worth repeating today. 
So many collège men and women feel that 
thêy must read everything their own par- 
ticular circle reads: all thé plays, modern 
poetry,, novels, literary criticism, and 
lamphlets. To them we woiild repeat that 
lofessor's counsel and remind them that 
Jy?* few authors and poets of each gen- 
iCTatipn àre rèmembered by, posterity, usu- 
J^.thé best assessor of nàefit. Moréover, 
-jW'author is often remémbéréd for a meré 
^hfendful of his works, whereas he may have 
(ëitten scores of books. 

' So it is not necessary to read the works 
^puntless modern authors to become an 
,||piated man. Discriniination is import- 
ant; moreover, once begun, it becomes a 
^habit which leads to a careful selec- 
-,6f reading matter. A person 
" reads few, but well-selected, 
5 will remember their contents much

THEATRE 



SHADOW AND SUBSTANCE. 
It is indeed àn event in the theatre when 
the curtain goes up on a dramatic work im- 
ported £rom England, to reveal neither an inept 
lea-drinking farce nor à barren murder mys- 
tery disguised as drama, but an Intellisent and 
mature play into which such fine writing has 
gone as in "Shadow And Substance," now on 
view at Mis Majesty's Theatre with Sir Cedfic 
Hardwick arid Julie Haydon in the leading 
roles. 

For while "Shadov/ and Substance," the 
work of Paul Vincent Carroll, is not a parti- 
cularly great play, it is, nevertheless a drama of 
distinction, ably constructed, "its characteriza- 
tion sharp and distinct, and possessing moments 
of great beauty as well as an abundance of 
polished wit. ' 

The Play. 

The central figure in the play is the Very 
Rev. Thomas Canon Skeritt, who, before the 
first act is over, reveals himself for what he 
is .... an intellectual, social and spiritual snob, 
an austere, autocratic aristocrat of the church, 
a desplser of the' common Irish people in par- 
ticular, and of the vulgar materialism (as he 
sees It) of the Nordic race in general. This 
thoroughly detestable man is forced to pass his 
time in an environment wholly alien to him 
where he rules with an iron hand, considering 
his pjirishioners no more than cattle, and treat- 
ing his curates like mischievous schoolboys. 

The two elements of the play, two parallel 
plots meet in this central figure. One is con- 
cerned with material things .... with the con- 
flict between the Canon and his schoolmaster 
arising trom the latter's opposition to the 
Canon's idea of what the Church should be. 
Resenting the tangible expression of this at- 
titude, in the form of, among other things, a 
decaying school system, the schoolmaster has 
written a controversial book attacking the 
Church, and has thus airdused the cotmtryside 
to action. 

The second element of the play deals with 
things mystical, a shadowy element that con- 
cerns itself with Brigid, the Canon's young and 
simple servant who claims that she has been 
seeing Saint Brigid in visions regularly. The' 
Canon's efforts to convince her that she is mis- 
taken in believing so, is another source of con- 
flict in the play, although it is à more covert 
and subtle form of conflict. 

The conflict Is resolved in the final act, 
Brigid's life ending in personal tragedy, the 
schoolmaster who has loved her tënderly is 
left more embittered than ever, and the Canon 
for the first time seems to become a completely 
human person. 

Masterly Performance, 

Sir Cedric Hardwicke's portrayal of the 
Canon was, as one might liaye expected, a mas- 
terly exhibition of technique and artistry. Pay- 
ing careful attention to thé minutest detail, he 
achieved a characterization, compelling and 
forceful in its clarity, revealing the dual nature 
of this unique personality. . , ,■ the cold auster- 
ity and the potentiality for fierce passion. 
While hé dominated the play completely, it 
cannot be sai^. that he was a dominating player 
so much as a dominating character. 

Unfortunately, this writer found that a 
good deal of the tragic, poignant beauty of the 
play was not completely realized because of 
the slightly blurred and indistiftct quality of 
Julie Haydon's perfçrmànce as the géntlé, faith- 
inspijred Brigid. She played sensitively and 
truthfully but her acting, àt times forced, 
lessened the tragic force inherent in the play, 
particularly in the final scene. 

Sara AUgood, as Miss Jemiiia Cooney, the 
local spinster, gave a delightful characteriza- 
tion of a typically vulgar yet lovable Irish per- 
sonality having that strange quality of mingled 
shrewdness and warm humanity so peculiar to 
the Irish, Her Jemina Cooney, reminiscent of 
the widow in O'Casey's "Juno And The- Fay- 
cock," was played In the true Abïièy Theatirè 
tradition. 

The remainder of the cast, particularly 
Harry Sothem and Len Doyle as the two school- 
boyish curates, played with gireat competence, 
Critloisnn. 

Yet in spite of the play's many virtues .... 
Its unquestionable beauty, its. wèli-défined 
characterization, its humor arid vitality. Its tra- 
gic overtones .... the chief criticism to be 
levelled at it is that it is a confused play, not 
perhaps In conception but certainly in execu- 
tion. Thè essence of the play is elusive. This 
elusiveness may be accounted for by the in- 
tangible mysticism of a large part of its context. 
It may be argued' that it lâ ty'pecuîiâr faculty 
of the Irish playwrights to write of things that 
lie within the xéach of our undersanding but; 
beyond its grasp, AU this may certataly be 
contended, perhaps with some Justification, but 
over and against this one recalls such a play as 
O'Synge's "Riders To The Sea," the inner mean- 
ing of which, while elusive, is grasped in the 
end.. Probably the chief flaw in. "SliàdOwÀnd 
Substance" is the lack of organic unity between 
the two currents of the play, between, as It 
were, thé shàdow and the substance. 

In any event, such distinguished -writing 



and acting Ii a rarity in the Montreal theatre 
and no one can afford to miss seeing this play. 
Coming. 

Word comes from the New Theatre Group 
that its insistence during the past few seasons 
that the one-act play is worthy of as much 
respect and interest on the part of theatregoers 
as the longer form will in no way be less in- 
tense this year, and consequently the Group will 
present three one-act plays at Victoria Hall on 
Tuesday, October Uth, These will be , ... . 
"Transit" by Philip Stevenson, a play about 
social outcasts, "The Ma;ririage Proposal" by 
Anton Chekov, and "I Can't Sleep," a melo- 
drama by Clifford Odets, the author of "Golden 
Bay." It will be recalled that such Important 
and stirring plays ,as "Waiting For Lefty" by 
Odets, and ''Bury .The Dead" by Irwin Shaw, as 
well as Coward's "To-Night At 8.30" were all 
one-act plays.

NOW DISCREDITED 



Edmonton Juvenile Court 
Tries Probation Home Plan 
With Success 



some distance off shore. The island 
was named by Jacques Cartier, and, 
according to the most authentic 
records, the first settler was a 
Scotsman called Peter Fraser. 
Fraser was about 25 years old when 
he was given the island as a re- 
ward for his splendid conduct at 
the battle of the Plains of Abraham. 
He married shortly after he had 
established himself on his land and 
had five sons and one daughter. 
Many of his direct descendents still 
reside on the island. Another In- 
teresting thing about this island is 
the large lighthouse. It was erected 
over 100 years ago and has been 
m charge of the same- family ever 
smce. 



Edmonton, September — KB — 
Under a system of farm home 
placements, 99 out of every 100 so- 
called "bad boys" in Edmonton, 
convicted in juvenile court during 
the last 12 years, have made good. 

One thousand boys between thr 
ages of 13 and 17 have been sent 
to neighboring farms by the chil- 
dren's aid branch of the civic re- 
lief department. Of that number, 
most of whom lacked proper paren- 
tal care at home, 800 have become 
honest and useful citizens. 

Frank Drayton, assistant direc- 
tor of the children's aid branch 
from 1926 to 1036 and its chief 
since then, believes the percentage 
has set a Canadian high. But fie 
regards the system as a part of the 
day's work. 

. "We try to be friends with the 
boy and we put him on his honor. 
That's our whole method in a nut- 
shell," Mr. Drayton explained. 

"We don't try to fool him about 
anything, least of all about iiimself, 
or what we're doing for him. We 
couldn't, even if we tried, because 
you can't fool a boy. No, sir, a man's 
got to be awfully smart to slip 
something over on a boy." 

Recruits for the system are found 
in the juvenile court which holds 
sittings once a week, on Friday af 
ternoons. If convicted, three courses 
are open to the judges, Rev. Father 
W. B. Carleton and Canon C. F. A. 
Clough. They could fine him. caus- 
ing more punishment to the boy's 
fathelr than to the boy himself, send 
the boy to a reform school at Por- 
tage la Prairie, or nut him on pro- 
bation. 

In the last four years not a single 
boy from Edmonton has been sent 
to the reform school. Mr. Drayton's 
department has attended tc that. 
More than 100 farms through north- 
ern Alberta are now on the list the 
children's aid branch knows it can 
turn to with assurance. The boys 
are sent to these privately-owned 
farms with the city paying his 
transportation and for his cloth- 
ing. 

Biggest job in the straightening 
of a Doy's character, however, comes 
before he leaves the city in an in- 
formal chat with Mr. Drayton. Big, 
and with a hearty laugh, it takes 
the director but a few minutes to 
get the boy calling him "Frank," 
destroy rebelliousness and secre- 
tive suspicions of "the law," aftd 
convince him that the forces of 
justice are on the youngster's side. 
. •

NOVA SCOTIA HAS 
TREASURES INTACT 



Residents Outbid Outsiders 
' for Antiques in Auctioned 
Estate 



Halifax, — ((B— Most of the rare 
pieces of furniture collected by the 
Odell and Bliss families will remain 
in this province because Nova 
Scotian collectors bid higher than 
those who came from' other parts 
of Canada and the United States 
to attend the auction which closed 
the estate of the late Miss Mary 
Odell. 

' Miss Odell, last member of the 
two families which left their mark 
on the pages of Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick history, died sev- 
eral months ago, leaving a vast col- 
lection of antiques and rare pieces 
of china and jewellery. The treas- 
ures, collected by the two families 
over a period of 150 years, were 
said to be worth more than $50,- 
000. 

Bids were made by persons from 
all parts of the country but the 
most interesting one was a blina 
woman from New Brunswick. Her 
keen sense of touch stood her in 
good stead when four pieces of 
Limoges china were placed on the 
block. She was able to detect a 
crack in one of the plates that was 
not visible to the naked eye. 

Seven Years of Plying 

'■Heracles," famous Imperial air- 
liner, has just completed seven 
years of airway operation, in 
which period this aircraft has at- 
tained an aerial mileage total of 
just on 1,250,000. And during this 
seven years "Heracles" has carried 
95,000 passengers. 

Airway statistics show that "Her- 
acles" made a maiden flight on 
September 11th, 1931, and on the 
anniversary of this event, the 
other day, the air-liner was oper- 
ating its usual service between Lon- 
don and Paris a flight to which 
"Heracles," and other craft of the 
same type, have imparted a re- 
liability and comfort which have 
won the admiration of the air- 
travelling public. 

The air-fleet comprising the 
"Heracles" and "Hannibal" class 
aircraft — the former being used on 
European routes and the latter on 
Empire services — were the first big 
four-engined passenger-planes to 
come into regular service on com- 
mercial air-lines. 

They represented a second stage 
in the Imperial policy of employing 
large, luxurious multi-engined air- 
liners — aircraft which, at any given 
phase of design, combine the best 
attainable combination of speed, de- 
pendability and spaciousness and 
comfort for passengers. 

This policj;, it may be remember- 
ed, was initiated in 1926 with the 
commissioning of the first of the 
"Ai-gosy" three-engined air-liners; 
and it was these aircraft which, 
after a long period of yeoman ser- 
vice, were followed by the bigger 
four-motored air-liners of the "Han- 
nibal" and "Heracles" class. 



POTATO FEEDil\IG HINTS 



Drying Has No Deleterious 
' Effects Expert Shows 

'According to one of a series of 
experiments on the digestibility of 
Canadian feeding stuffs conducted 
by the Division of Chemistry, 
Science Services, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture at the Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, it was 
shown that the drying of potatoes 
had no practical deleterious ef- 
fects upon the availability of the 
nutrients, and that soaking the 
dried potatoes did not increase 
their value as a feed for beef cat- 
tle. The experiments in this case 
were to determine the . compara- 
tive digestibility of the nutrients of 
raw potatoes and of a dried potato 
product, and also the effect of 
soaking the dried potatoes before 
feeding to livestock.

CLEANER AIR MUCH 
MORE IN DEMAND 



Reason Is Found in Present 
Rising Standards of 
Living 



There have recently been issued 
two publications which, though 
thay may give no actual picture of 
the present state of the atmosphere 
in the larger towns of the United 
States of America, indicate the 
nature of the efforts which arc be- 
ing made for the purification of the 
air. The United States Bureau of 
Mines, in Information Circular No. 
7016, has issued collected exU:acts 
from the papers on the subject by 
the late ,Dr. O. P. Hood, formerly 
chief engineer of the mechanical 
division and head of the Techno- 
logical division of the bureau; and 
among papers delivered during a 
short course on coal utilisation, the 
University of Illinois has reprinted 
an exceedingly informative contri- 
bution by Mr. David R. Mitchell on 
"Smoke, Dust and Air Pollution." 
It would appear from these two 
papers that there is much the same 
intensive campaign in America as 
here, and with very much the 
same lack of real effect. Mr. Hood 
prefaced one of his papers by a 
survey of the smoke-abatement 
campaign in England from 1301 to 
tho Royal Commission of 1818, and 
added: "Since that time to the 
present the Englishman has been 
particularly exercised over this 
problem of smoke abatement, and 
the net result of all these commis- 
sions and talks so far is that Lon- 
don has the réputation of being 
one of the smokiest cities in the 
world." 

Perhaps Dr. Hood himself really 
hit the nail on the head when. he 
pointed out that smoke and atmos- 
pheric pollution are relative terms, 
and that the rising standards of liv- 
ing are responsible for much o£ tho 
demand for a cleaner air. Those 
sanie rising standards may soon 
cause the demand to be so insistent 
that something tangible will actual- 
ly result; but however much may be 
accomplished — and unquestionably 
we have advanced — shall we ever 
catch up with the rising standards 
of a generation that is (at all events 
in America) beginning to look upon 
air-conditioning in its homes as 
iiatural, and even essential? To 
quote Mr. Hood's words: "Before we 
have attained general success in 
abating black smoke the standard 
of our desire has risen, so that now 
we object to the dust of white ash 
and pearl-grey coke, although re- 
cently sterilized in a white-hot fur- 
nace. Compared with the dust of 
our cities when horse-manure litter- 
ed our streets, the present dust from 
our chimneys is a refined product, 
but there is no doubt about its be- 
ing a nuisance according to our 
newly acquired standards. Black 
smoke and dust and cinders we can 
see, and we are annoyed by them, 
but now our standard demands the 
elimination of even unseen gases 
that come from the sulphur of burn- 
ing coal. While we cannot sec these 
gases, we do see, their effect in cor- 
rosion of metals, in deterioration of 
stone, in discoloration of paint and 
death of vegetation. And so we can 
expect the standard of our desire to 
continually outstrip our means of 
attainment." 

Dr. Hood seems not to have been 
disturbed by the smoke from dom- 
estic fires — probably on account of 
the prevalence in his country of 
central heating and the general use 
of anthracite and oil fuel— and cen- 
tral-heating installations can, of 
course, be classified virtually as 
small industrial furnaces. In his ef- 
forts to improve the air of Ameri- 
can cities Dr. Hood considered that 
time should not be wasted in 
tinkering with expedients to . lin- 
prove existing obsolete smoke-pro- 
ducing equipment, but that such 
engineering over-sight of new in- 
stallations should be provided as to 
ensure a non-smoking plant from 
the beginning. There is much to be 
said for this, but perhaps in this 
country something of an answer is 
to be found in the fact that rising 
standards of fuel technology are al- 
ready causing all but the smallest 
industrial furnaces to be sutljcient- 
ly well operated to reduce indus- 
trial smoke to the minimum. Much 
still remains to be done, particu- 
larly in the case of smaller firms 
who must generate steam or heat 
in one form or another, but whose 
plants are too small to permit of 
employing properly trained fuel 
technologists. Recently the alkali 
inspectors have been pressed into 
service to take a hand in the 
smoke-abatement movement, and it 
would seem to be only one step 
further to the employment, in at 
least large cities, of men on a par 
with sanitary inspectors,' the in-. 
specter of nuisances or the Medical 
Officer of Health, whose duty it 
would be to assist industry to burn 
its fuel property, with, perhaps, 
power (like the alkali inspectors) 
to prosecute those who refused to 
follow the advice given and con- 
tinued to pollute the atmosphere. — 
Engineering (England).

Fruit and Flowers by Air 

Interesting and instructive experi- 
ments continue to be made in the 
transport of fruit and flowers over 
long-distance air-liners. By acceler- 
ated schedules now in operation an 
air journey from South Africa to 
England is completed in 4Vi days, 
and recently a successful experi- 
ment was carried out in the aerial 
transport of a consignment of paw- 

Çaws from South Africa to London, 
he paw-paw resembles a water- 
melon in shape, and the test show- 
ed that consignments can be air- 
borne with success, and with a 
minimum of preparation, on the 
route between South Africa and 
England. Experts consider that 
pa^-paws intended for air dispatcn 
should be picked and dispatched 
when .somewhat under-ripe.

I 
In the case of consignments of] 
choice flowers, a great deal is found' 
to depend on the skill and care 
exercised in preparing such con- 
signments for- air dispatch. When 
cardboard containers are employed, 
it is advisable that light wooden 
battens should be fixed round the 
boxes to avoid any risk of crushing. 
Other points are that flowers dis- 
patched by air should not be crowd- 
ed in any way when placed in their 
containers, and that stems should 
be afforded moisture by being 
wrapped say in w et cottop-wooL
